Governor S¢ymour is certainly the 


best abused man of the time. On leav- 


ing for England, a few months ago, his 
Excellency wad lauded by the press now 


so wantonly d¢voted to abusing him, the 
Victoria paperg even going the length of 


expressing a liope that he might be the 
Governor of tlie united Colonies. He 
was said to be jn favor of union, an! op- 
posed to what they chose to designate as 
the ‘‘ the New Westminster clique,” and 
was, therefore, “‘ the man ‘for Galway.” 
These calculations and hopes liave, how- 
‘ever, been) “ fudely dispelled” by the 
promulgation of the terms dffered by the 
union constitation, although, as we have 
already s wn, these terme are jast and 
equitable to both Colonies. . They do not, 
of course, pleage Victoria politicians, be- 
cause #. wider field for the gratification 
of their silly Ambition is not created 
thereby. They do not please Victoria 
land-bolders, bécause the props by which 
that town has been artificially raised, 
and kept up, are knocked away, and it is 
doomed hereafter to stand upon its own
